Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  district  for  the  year  1971* 

In  the  year  there  were  183  live  births,  giving  a Birth  Rate  of  16.7 
compared  with  the  national  average  of  16.0,  The  number  of  deaths  was  174?  giving 
a Death  Rate  of  14.7  > as  opposed  to  the  national  average  of  11,7  The  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate  was  27  > as  opposed  to  the  national  average  of  18. 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases  does  not  call  for  special  comment. 
As  in  the  past  few  years  there  has  been  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  Tuberculosis  notified 5 about  half  the  cases  notified  occurring  in  Commonwealth 
Immigrants. 


I wish  to  thank  members  of  the  Committee  for  their  interest  shown  in  the 
work  of  the  department,  and  Mr.  Yfalmsley  and  his  staff  must  also  be  thanked  for 
their  continued  support  during  the  year.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1971 • 

The  smoke  control  programme  is  proceeding  rapidly,  two  areas  being  completed 
and  Ho.  5 area  almost  completed,  A total  of  2,200  acres  and  2,500  premises 
have  been  covered  by  the  above  three  areas.  The  department  has  been  inundated 
with  improvement  grant  applications  and  much  of  the  essential  health  department 
work  has  had  to  be  neglected  due  to  the  vast  increase  of  housing  work.  The 
staff  position  was  helped  to  a slight  degree  by  the  reduction  in  meat  inspection 
duties  due  to  slaughterhouse  re-organisation. 

An  increase  in  the  number  of  polythene  sacks  for  refuse  collection  was 
authorised  by  the  Health  Committee  and  speedier  and  cleaner  refuse  collection 
was  attained. 

Difficulties  are  still  being  encountered  in  the  conversion  of  waste 
water  closets  and  it  is  almost  impossible  to  obtain  tenders  for  this  work  due  to 
the  present  demands  on  the  building  trade. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  their  continued  interest  and  support  and  also  the  staff  for  their  work  during 
the  year.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  & DISPOSAL 

A weekly  collection  was  maintained  due  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
refuse  sacks  being  made  available  and  the  excellent  work  carried  out  by  the 
refuse  collection  staff.  The  disposal  of  refuse  created  many  problems  as  very 
little  tipping  space  is  available  in  the  town  and  the  only  available  tipping 
facilities  are  now  in  the  disused  railway  cutting  which  has  a life  of 
approximately  12  months. 

The  tip  at  Edge  End  was  completed  during  the  year  and  some  amenity 
treatment  is  still  required  to  improve  the  site.
